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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has emphasized that patentability be 
based on the fact that the Instant Invention requires as claimed, flakes of a uniform size and shape. The size has been shown to fall within 
the range shown by more than one reference The size would largely depend on the size of the fish being fed, nonetheless, the references 
do show a range that overlaps with the claimed range. As for the shape, patentability cannot be predicated on the shape of a fish flake, 
uniform or not. Furthermore, it has already been shown that Baensch teaches obtaining shapes out of a sheet form and to maintain the 
shapes uniform cannot be inventive unless applicant can show that it is. Also, note that these claims are drawn to " a method of feeding 
aquatic animals" with the active step of adding flakes to fresh or sea water. The remarks made are directed towards the shape and size of 
the flakes. See remarks at page 4, lines 1-9. 
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
